that democratic simplicity of 
neighborliness and human kindli- 
ness which has exalted the name 
of Hoosier. . . . We hold him in 
grateful and reverent memory 
pecause, in the universality of his 
noble and sympathetic nature, he 
was ever ready to lift his pro- 
phetic voice in beneficent assist- 
ance to his tragedy-laden fellow- 
humans of the Jewish faith 
abroad. Here at home he spoke in 
powerful protest against discrim- 
inations and prejudices of which 
his minority-group fellow-citizens 
are often still the unhappy vic- 
tims. He was an outstanding. 
modern representative and ex- 
amplar of that classic and illus- 
trious company happily present 
in all lands and all ages, and 
known in ancient Biblical phrase 
as spiritual Israel; for he was in 
truth a “prince and champion of 
God” among men in the One 
World of which he so ardently 
dreamed and which to the very 
last he so consistently and zeal- 
ously labored to serve.”

‘toration of full rights to Jews, as provided by the Allied Armistice 


terms, it was established by a special correspondent of the Jewish 


Telegraphic Agency arriving 
from Turkey. 

At present, Jews in Rumania 
enjoy full rights in principle on- 
ly. Nothing has been done by 
the government to restore them 
to the positions which they held 
pefore the notorious anti-Jewish 
laws were introduced, the corres- 
pondent found. 

“Unless the government acts 
soon, we shall need $1,500,000 to 
provide shelter, food and ¢loth- 
ing for needy Jews for a period 
of three months,’ Dr. William 
Filderman, principal leader of 
Rumanian Jewry, told the cor- 
respondent. He appealed to Jews 
in America and other democratic 
countries for immediate aid, em- 
phasizing that 150,000 Jews are 
in great need. 

A different view was taken by 
A. L. Zissu, president of the 
National Jewish Party in Ru- 
mania and of the Zionist Organ- 
ization. “Relief from abroad,” 
Mr. Zissu said, “is only a tem- 
porary palliative. I do not believe 
that 150,000 destitute Jews can be 
re-incorporated into the economic 


life of the country. Their only 
solution is emigration to Palis- 
tine.” 

There are 290,000 Jews surviv- 
ing in Rumania. More than half 
of them are literally without 
homes, clothing, food. They de- 


pend chiefly on relief provided 


by the remainder of the Jewish 
population. They include 17,000 
Jews repatriated from  Trans- 


nistria, 90,000 Jews who returned 


from forced labor, 20,000 Jews 
who had been deported from 
larger Rumanian cities and are 


now returning to their former 
residences, 10,000-evacuees from 
war regions, and 20,000 who lost 
everthing they possessed during 
air raids.

These boys will probably be 
given light sentences, if any. 
They will be lectured :o by a 
kindly, understanding magistrate, 
and by their confused parents 
and by the rabbi of Congregation 
Knesseth Israel and everyone 
will try to explain to them some- 
how, that even if they feared vio- 
lence and vandalism, it was not 
up to them to arm themselves. 
But these well-meant explana- 
tions will not make it clear to 
these eleven young men that they 
erred in their judgment, nor will 
they clarify the fundamental 
issues at stake. But sooner or 
later the incident will be forgot- 
ten, the boys will be back in the 
good graces of their parents and 
their rabbi and peace will reign 
in that small part of the Bronx— 
that is, until another synagogue 
is desecrated or until one of these 
boys is wounded by a carefully 
aimed stone thrown at him or 
until a Jewish cemetery is des- 
poiled. And all of these things 
have happened before and can 
certainly happen again because 
actually nothing is being done 
about the problem.

Li. Col. Harry Conely 
Wins DFC; Has 5 Medals

NEW YORK—Lt. Colonel Har- 
ry Conely, of San Francisco, who, 
at 23, is one of the highest rank- 
ing Jewish officers in the U. S. 
Army Air Force, has received 
the Distinguished Flying Cross 
for extraordinary achievement 
while serving as Squadron Com- 
mander and co-pilot of a bomber 
raid on Germany, it is reported 
by the Jewish National Welfare 
Board. He is also the holder of 
five other decorations for aerial 
heroism in the European theater, 
including the Air Medal and the 
Purple Heart. 

Despite intense anti-aircraft 
fire and extremely heavy fighter 
opposition, his formation pene- 
trated deep into Germany, bomb- 
ed a target of vital inportance 
successfully, and continued on to 
bases in another theater. The 
award citation praises Conley’s 
“courage, skill and determina- 
tion” during “one of the great- 
est aerial battles of the war,” 
which lasted over two hours and 
resulted in the destruction of 
some one hundred and fifty en- 
emy planes. 

Capt. Louis J. Feves, 35, Med- 
ieal Corps, of Portland, Ore., has 
teceived the Soldiers Medal for 
heroism in the Gilbert Islands, 
the J. W. B. also reports.

HE March wind rattled the 

bedroom window. But the lan- 
tern on the floor gave a steady glow 
to warm the boy’s feet. 

Then his head bent even more 
closely to the work. He nudged the 
balance wheel—and life and motion 
came back into the timepiece. 

Watch repairing was coming 
easier to young Henry Ford. He 
had started at 14 and the first watch 
{today in his collection at Dear- 
born) had been mended with a 
shingle nail, tweezers made from a 
corset stay, and knitting needles. 
Now he had real tools. After school, 
he was neighborhood watch repairer. 

Everyone was enthusiastic about 


his work, particularly because he 
didn’t charge for it. But it wasn’t 
money that interested Henry Ford. 
Here was an opportunity to learn 
by doing—and he was making the 
most of it. 

Years later, the watchmaker’s 
touch and the creed of precision 
learned by Henry Ford in those 
winter nights were to guide the 
building of 30 million cars and 
trucks. Moreover, it was Mr. Ford’s 
knowledge of watchmaking that 
prompted inauguration of the 
assembly line. This in turn brought 
shorter working hours, increased 
wages, made life easier, and is today 
speeding equipment to preserve our

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I Meet The Bogieman’s Footprints 

It is the tradition of a great city 
that sins are to be found in it that 
do not flourish elsewhere and that 
innocence is stricken in its en- 
virons. Such is the sorrowful 
thing that befell me. In New York 
the world reached by ears that 
had before listened only to the 
bird songs of the ego. 

I heard now rumors of anti- 
Semitism—not of German orgin, 
for the Germans were still flirting 
with sanity—but of an American 
species. Word came that there 
were certain hotels where even 
Jews of great distinction and fine 
tailoring were not welcomed and 
that there were certain Social Sets 
that held out firmly against the 
induction of Jews. 

My first reaction to this gossip 
was that it was a thumping lie 
indulged in by masochists in 
search of pinpricks. I said that it 
was not Jews who were being dis- 
criminated against but obviously 
individuals too ill-favored for 
social appeal. The Jews, I said, 
are able to leap a little more 
readily than most people from 
rags to riches, and they often 
bring into their wealthy estate the 
manners and accents of poverty. 
Greeks, Italians, and other strong- 
ly defined nationalities also do 
this, and there is no anti-Jewish- 
ness involved any more than there 
is any anti-Hellenism or anti- 
papacy in the aversion to such 
changelings. As for the rumors 
peddled by these offended mil- 
lionaires who could not get into 
certain hotels or Sets, I said it 
was obvious that the scorned in- 
dividual solaced his ego by plac- 
ing the scorn against his “race” 
rather than against his own fail- 
ings. 

I was answered that the truth 
was otherwise. It appeared that 
when a high society figure did not 
cozen to a Greek or Italian he said 
merely, “Protopopolis is an ass,” 
or “Giovanni is a fearful bound- 
er.” But when this same croquet 
and polo player was offended by 
the manners of Max Lapidus he 
did not say, “That fellow Max 
Lapidus is really a stinker.” In- 
stead he said, “The Jews, you 
know, are really stinkers.” There, 
I was told, you had the nuance 
called anti-Semitism. (These were 
the happy days when anti-Semi- 
tism was still a nuance.) 

My second emotion, on being 
thus convinced, was one of anger, 
and my anger was for the Jews 
who had begun to murmur these 
facts of life to me. Why, I asked, 
did they want to go into Sets 
where they were unwanted? Why 
want something that did not want 
you? Particularly something so 
vastly unimportant as the good 
will of a total stranger who was 
also an ass? Such an attitude not 
only belittled you but increased 
the stature of your enemy. You 
pumped him up with your chagr- 
in. It made him at once your su- 
perior, and his anti-Semitism be- 
came a social crown which you, 
yourself, had clamped on his silly 
noggin. 

When a man’s an anti-Semite, 
I said in that cherubic time, he is 
automatically a jackass, and who 
gives a damn about his Social 
Set? He has hung a smallpox sign 
on it and it’s he who has the pox, 
not I. And why feel depressed 
about the whole thing? If a man 
dislikes me for being Jewish, 
where is the humiliation? Who is 
lessened by this calamity? I have 
lost the companionship of a crea- 
ture who has proved himself a 
fool. He has lost much more. 


Jews, I said, were inclined too

much to fall down like dominoes. 
When a Jew in Pasadumkeag 
heard that a Jew in Albuquerque 
was disliked, he, too, immediately 
toppled under this displeasure or 
sat stewing in the Maine woods 
over a woe as distant as the Texas 
prairie. 

Here was no way to be, I said. 
The Jew was no bit of flora that 
must give endemic response to air 
currents. We were individuals and 
must put aside our masochistic 
kinship. Tey way to fight an anti- 
Semite was not to fall down when 
he aimed at a Jew three thousand 
miles away. This sympathetic col- 
lapse did not help the Jew under 
attack. It merely knocked out the 
reserves before they had actually 
sighted battle. 

My answer at that time to anti- 
Semitism was, briefly, it doesn’t 
exist unless I say so, and to hell 
with it. 

Little Boy Blue Go Buy A Horn 

There were flaws larger than 
elephants in my logic. For one 
thing, I was talking not to Jews 
but to anti-Semites — frustrated 
one. That is what my fashionable 
Jewish friends actually were — 
Jews with an unhappy distaste for 
their kind. This distaste made 
them automatically look on bona 
fide anti-Semites as their betters. 
They suffered from anti-Semitism 
because it was actually a goal 
denied them. 

There was an even more ele- 
phantine flaw in my logic than the 
error of my trying. to comfort 
such fashionable Jews by talking 
to them as Jews. My confession of 
it will likely make me sound a 
playful and posturing fellow. This 
I am not nor was I ever. My mis- 
understandings came honestly out 
of my nature which was full of 
trust and of juvenile enthusiasms 
that often sharpened my style but 
left my ignorance intact. 

My confession is that I looked 
on anti-Semitism only as a high 
society phenomenon—a sort of 
social fracas between two mil- 
lionaires, one with an accent. I 
had read no Jewish history at the 
time and listened to no Jewish 
thinkers other than Brandeis and 
Levin. These had spoken only of 
the exciting future of the Jews, 
which was, perhaps, why I ad- 
mired them so much. I was will- 
ing to be part of any exciting fu- 
ture but had no interest in join- 
ing a miserable past. 

My failing was not merely one 
of education, which is always 
remedied, but part of my un- 
worldly character. I had no 
awareness of what is called the 
Struggle for Existence. It is true 
I had come from poor people and 
been surrounded for many years 
by a toiling and often desperate 
troop of relatives. But this had 
never stirred me to any interest 
in the working classes. I regarded 
all poor people as somehow part 
of my family. I was ready to love 
them, champion them and be fas- 
cinated by them. But my sym- 
pathy fell short of interest in their 
actual troubles. 

It is obvious to me now that I 
was molded in a rather childlike 
pattern, and that my.early years 
as a man were spent in preserving 
about me the happy world I had 
known as a child. You cannot do 
this and become excited about 
what Karl Marx defined as Eco- 
nomic Determinism—that bedrock 
of one’s relations to one’s earnings 
on which many philosophers 
would rear the Soul of Man. 

This missing sense showed up 
often in my writing. There you 

found my heroes usually living in 
luxury—not gaudy luxury, but 


something even better—a happy 
unconcern with the problems of 
making a living. As a writer, I 
always gave them plenty of cash 
and dropped the whole business of 
Economic Determinism right 
there. They were then able to con- 
cern themselves with more vital 
matters, such as psychology, bi- 
ology, and the manufacture of 
similes. 

These economically untroubled 
heroes of mine were no escapist’s 
creations. They were actually like 
me. I, too, had never rubbed noses 
with any grindstone. I was always 
able to make large sums of money 
without giving money any 
thought. The money I made never 
turned into riches, for it disap- 
peared as mysteriously as it came. 
And the manner in which I made 
it had no relation in my mind to 
any struggle for existence. I felt, 
a little vaguely, that I was being 
rewarded for being what I was. 
Money seemed more like applause 
than part of an Economic System. 

This attitude was responsible 
for any ignorance of the grimmer 
and wider aspects of anti-Semi- 
tism than eve; to be found in the 
wounds of a social climber. I had 
not looked into the bitter toil and 
competition going on among my 
family—the poor. Thus it was 
hidden from me that among those 
Jews who grieved about non-mem- 
bership in clubs were not only 
social climbers but lawyers of 
talent who knew that law suits 
were most easily arbitrated in 
such fraternal settings. There 
were gifted doctors to whom anti- 
Semitism meant unsurmountable 
handicaps—not in social life, but 
in the fulfillment of their work. 
They were barred from university 
chairs and kept out of all hos- 
pitals except a small percentage 
that permitted practice by Jews. 
And there were also countless 
bright youths barred even from 
medical or other professional 
schooling, for Jewish student 
quotas prevailed in most of our 
colleges and trade sehools. There 
were big and little businessmen 
locked out of deals, as well as golf 
lawns, and there were even train- 
ed and eager warriors who would 
never be allowed to fight for their 
country in their most skilled ca- 
pacity. And beyond all these peo- 
ple of talent was a larger and 
more helpless group. This was the 
army of the young—clerks, ar- 
tisans, and unskilled workers who 
haunted the want ad columns and 
were denied needed jobs because 
of their Semitic origin. 

Of the ugly side of anti-Semi- 
tism I knew nothing during my 
first years in New York. And, such 
is the tenacity of illusion, I was 
still surprised to learn in 1943 that 
Meyer Levin, one of the American 
war heroes, had been a victim of 
such corrupt discrimination. In 
his obituary I read, with astonish- 
ment, that, after being graduated 
from a government aeronautical 
school, the second highest in his 
class, Levin had been denied any 
work in the aircraft industry for 
three years because he bore a 
Jewish name. He had enlisted 
finally in our army, then at peace, 
and struggled to a lowly position 
in a ground crew in the Phil- 
ippines. Here, his spirits undim- 
med, he rose to the status of pilot 
and bombardier. Four years after 
being graduated from school as a 
brilliant, but undesirable flyer, 
young Levin celebrated his victory 
over anti-Semitic industrialism by 
dying heroically for his country. 

Such was the confusion, misun- 
derstanding, and indifference 
which made up my first responses 
to anti-Semitism. They were 
based a bit on the failing of which 
Nietzsche once wrote, “the malady 
that I carry in me is the love of 
human beings.” My misplaced af- 
fections have not broken my 
heart, but they have made me 
older.

Rabbi Cohon Explains Why Report 
On Statement Objectionable 


To The Editor: 

A friend sent me a copy of the 
Post, dated Sept. 22, which carries 
a story quoting Dr. Daniel L. 
Marsh, President of the Boston 
University, as saying that “he ex- 
pected to live to see day that 
Jews would become a Protestant 
group.” Then your correspondent 
attaches a paragraph that I am 
the Rabbi of the Temple where 
the prediction was made and that 
“T was one of the signatories to 
the statement which announced 
the initial formation of the Ameri- 
can Council for Judism.” 

There are several things which 
disturb me profoundly about this 
report. I see The Post quite reg- 
ularly and have gained the im- 
pression that you are trying to 
do a responsible job in the Jewish 
Community. I have read editorials 
in the Post claiming rather proud- 
fully that your news reports are 
accurate. 

I, therefore, cannot understand 
this report. 

First.—It is true that Dr. Marsh 
voiced this prediction. However, 
it was a flippant reference, which 
had nothing to do with the mes- 
sage of the evening. Your corre- 
spondent ignored the message 
itself and concentrated entirely 
upon the unfortunate aside. 

Second.—We dedicated the first 
liberal Synagogue founded in 
Boston within the last ninety 
years. That meant nothing to 
your correspondent, knowing as 
he must that countless Syna- 
gogues the world over have been 
destroyed in the past several 
years, while here on America’s 
generous earth a new Synagogue 
was established. Surely, from the 
standpoint of decent Jewish 
journalism, if not from the stand- 
point of decent Jewish feelings, 
there was warrant for an honest 
report to the Jewish Community. 

Third.—Why the appendix to 
the story in the form of a remin- 
der that I was one of the found- 
ers of the American Council for 
Judaism? What has one thing to 
do with the other, especially since 
your correspondent is_ entirely 
wrong in his statement that I 
had a hand in calling the Ameri- 
ean Council of Judaism into be- 
ing. 

I would have no apologies to 
make for summoning the Ameri- 
ean Council for Judaism into be- 
ing had it been true. As it hap- 
pens, it is completely wrong. This 
correspondent is confusing mat- 
ters very badly. 

What I object to is that he con- 
fuses things, but that he gives 
a malicious tone to things. Pre- 
cisely this lying slanting of the 
news is creating havoc in our 
Jewish life, assassinating charac- 
ter, creating revulsion in the 
feelings of responsible Jewish 
men and women towards our so- 
called Jewish journalism.

Rabbi Shapiro Challenges 
Tone of Rabbi Goldberg's Letter 


To the Editor 

Rabbi Goldberg’s long-awaited 
reply has finally seen the light of 
day and has proved to me con- 
clusively that Rabbi Goldberg be- 
longs to that class of people with 
whom all arguments are futile. 
For all that the rabbi does in his 
latest communication is to repeat 
his original assertions with great- 
er vehemence, totally disregard- 
ing my attempts at a clarification 
of the true issues involved, and 
insisting upon imputing to me 
views which I do not hold and 
which I have never expressed. In 
his “humble rebuttal’ I have 
found little humility, not much 
reason, and still less learning 
His letter abounds in such gra- 
cious epithets as arrogant, false, 
equivocal, dubious, fanatic, with- 
out the slightest attempt to but- 
tress his statements with factual 
evidence. I still have to discover 
a text-book in logic which legiti- 
mizes name-calling as a valid 
method of reasoning. Job said 
long ago: Do you hold words to 
be an argument? Frankly, Rabbi 
Goldberg’s letter with its “chutz- 
pedig” tone does not deserve an 
answer, except that .I want to 
clear myself of some of the un- 
true charges that the rabbi levels 
against me. 

In his letter Rabbi Goldberg 
states as following: “This is 
Judaism” he (Shapiro) declares 
after almost every equivocal 
statement of his, without even as 
much as softening the arrogance 
by some such qualifying clause 
as “as I see it”. May I state that 
in my series of letters I have 
used the phrase “this is Judaism” 
but one single time. I should also 
like to add that I have failed to 
find the use of the Clause “as I see 
it” in Rabbi Goldberg’s letters. 1 
suppose only Rabbi Goldberg is 
in full possession of the truth. 
Which reminds me of a well- 
known story... 

Rabbi Goldberg ascribes to me 
a statement (in a direct quota- 
tion) that Christianity has eleva- 
ted man to the position of G-d. 
I deny having made any such 
statement. Consequently Rabbi 
Goldberg’s strictures are alto- 
gether out of place. I stated that 
Christianity has elevated a man 
to the position of G-d. It is ob- 
vious that I have reference to 
the personality of Jesus, not to 
mankind as such. In his first let- 
ter, Rabbi Goldberg committed 
the selfsame distortion. It is ob- 
vious that the presence or the ab- 
sence of the particle makes quite 
a bit of difference. 

Again Rabbi Goldberg. asks: 
Well, and if G-d is pure spirit, 
can’t I live in Him even though 
I am both body and spirit? Am 
I not actually living in Him, has 
He not been my dwelling place in 
all generations? Moses said He 
was, and what Moses said is 
surely Judaism. Where then is 
the chasm? End of quote. As 
though I had ever stated that 
G-d is not our dwelling place. 
It seems to me that I have made 
it clear that the chasm I was 
speaking of referred to the es- 


sential natures of G-d and the 
Universe, not to the relationship 
between the two. I still insist 
that Judaism teaches that there 
is a gulf separating the Creator 
and the Created as to essence 
(otherwise Judaism would be not 
monotheism but pantheism). This 
is made strikingly clear in the 
very Prayer of Moses to which 
Goldberg refers as a substantia- 
tion of his views. In very few 
other passages in the Bible is 
the contrast between the Perfec- 
tion and Eternity of G-d and the 
imperfection and transiency of 
of man so powerfully drawn. G-d 
is indeed transcendent as to His 
essence but immanent as to His 
relationship to the universe.” Is 
this point not clear enough? 

Again Rabbi Goldberg states: 
In the other two letters, Rabbi 
Shapiro assumes the air of in- 
jured innocence and says that I 
have done him a great wrong in 
imagining that his statement that 
Christianity has compromised 
with paganism includes also 20th 
century Christians barring Uni- 
tarians. Well, it does, etc., etc. 
Thus Goldberg. It is obvious that 
Rabbi Goldberg is trying “ein- 
tzureden a kind in Boich” as the 
Yiddish phrase has it. He is guilty 
of distorting not only my words 
but his own. Had Rabbi Goldberg 
in his original letter charged me 
with including 20th century Chris- 
tians in my statement that Chris- 
tianity has compromised with 
paganism I would have pleaded 
guilty, because that assertion is 
precisely what I intended to 
make. Certain forms of Chris- 
tianity still maintain the com- 
promise with paganism. What 
Rabbi Goldberg did accuse me of 
in his first letter and which I re- 
sented was that I impute idolatry 
to 20th century Christians. This 
allegation again I deny. To af- 
firm that Christianity has made 
compromises is no more equiva- 
lent to declaring Christians 
idolators than the statement 
that President Roosevelt compro- 
mises with reality by maintaining 
relations with Mayor Hague of 
Jersey City is equivalent to 
branding him a dictator. 

Rabbi Goldberg takes up ecud- 
gels for Christianity against my 
supposed fault-finding. I insist 
that I had no intentions of find- 
ing faults with the faith of our 
fellow-citizens. My letters were 
addressed solely to Jews, among 
whom there are some who would 
like to know what differentiates 
Judaism from Christianity. The 
problem of the relationship of 
Judaism to Christianity is a per- 
fectly legitimate area of dis- 
course from which Christians do 
not refrain, so why need we? At 
the same time, I may add that 
Goldberg’s contention that the 
Reformation came about as a 
produce of purely internal de- 
velopment within Christianity is 
altogether fallacious.

Small groups of soldiers, dressed 
in various fashions aid an occa- 
sional sailor, are rapidly filling 
the litthe chapel and soon the 
crowd is overflowing the place 
and some with a prayerbook in 
one hand are bringing up in the 
other hand, a sand-bog from a 
nearby dug-out. There are placed 
all around the area as the Chap- 
lin and Cantor prepare for the 
service. The crowd is enormous, 
noisy, chattering and a “Yom Tov 
dik’ feeling pervades the air. 

The service starts with the 





Greek and Roman classics which 
led to the Renaissance and the 
upsurge of individualism, and 
last but not least, the direct in- 
fluence of Judaism, all had their 
share in bringing about the Re- 
formation, not to mention the po- 
litical, social, and economic fac- 
tors? For the Jewish influence on 
the Reformation see Rabbi Louis 
Newman’s voluminous work: The 
Jewish Influence on Christian Re- 
form Movements. 

I admit tthat Rabbi Goldberg 
has caught me unawares when I 
seemingly attributed to the pro- 
phet Malachi a disapproval of a 
Jew worshiping in the presence 
of a crucifix (although the cross 
as a religious symbol is older 
than Christianity). Nevertheless, 
the substance of my argument is 
not impaired in the least by the 
use of the wrong pronoun (I 
should have used the latter— re- 
ferring to Ibn Gabirol—instead 
of they—referring also to Mal 
achi.) Malachi would not have ap- 
proved of syncretism in any form 
or shape. 

In concluding, I wish to ex- 
press by resentment at Rabbi 
Goldberg’s application to me of 
the proverb that “to lie effective- 
ly, one must place his evidence 
beyond reach”. In spfte of his 
apology that he was using the 
proverb only figuratively, it still 
leaves an unsavory odor. Was 
Goldberg implying that I had 
deliberately misinterpreted or 
forged passages in my “countless” 
and “innumerable” (sic!) quota- 
tions? I challenge him to discover 
any such misinterpretations and 
forgeries. And what does he mean 
when he implies that my evidence 
is beyond reach? The books and 
essays to which I refer are all 
available in any Jewish library. 
Unless the rabbi is referring to 
the language in which these 
books are written. Does this 
mean that Rabbi Goldberg is un- 
able to read Hebrew?

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AL SEGAL Speaks on STRANGE INCIDENT

The Anglo-Jewish Press 
IN one considers that hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 

W:: Jews receive their only news about Jewish affairs, and 

tain their most consistent contact with Jewish life via the 

Anglo-Jewish paper which enters their homes weekly, one realizes 
that the state of that press, its reliability, freedom, standards, con- 
stitutes not an academic matter, but a subject of intense interest 
to every thinking American Jew. 

Aware that all has not been well in the Anglo-Jewish news- 

per field, writers, readers and editors have long ben critical, de- 
ploring the poor quality of many papers, and calling for the set- 
ting UP and maintenance of standards of service to the communi- 
ties which these papers pretend to serve. Maurice Samuel has been 
one of the most outspoken critics. 

Without venturing to pass judgment at this moment, I may say 
that some of the fiercest criticism has been levelled at papers 
published in many of the smaller American cities, in general, and 
at publications like “The American Hebrew” and “The Brooklyn 
Jewish Examiner” in particular. 

Recently the publishers of the Anglo-Jewish weeklies organized 
an American Association of English-Jewish Newpapers, and.in many 
quarters it was confidently expected that this new body -might 
succeed in improving the over-all situation. The Association has 
just published its by-laws, and several significant facts emerge. 
With the requirement that member publications solicit local ad- 
yertising only in the territory which they genuinely serve there 
can be no disagreement. One of the worst business offenses of 
sme of these papers has been the high-pressure solicitation of 
ads in communities where they have little or no circulation. This 
amounts to misrepresentation and fraud, and advertisers should be 
protected against it. 

Objection must be voiced, however, to the provision which 
exclude from membership in the Association (subject to special 
sonsent of the executive committee) publications which “circulate 
outside the city of publication.” It would appear that this rule 
has the effect of black-listing such papers as aspire to serve a 
larger territory. Certainly it seems to shut the door to any legitimate 
publisher who seeks to issue a national Anglo-Jewish paper, serv- 
ing not just one community, but many. 

There seems little doubt that the Association intends to divide 
the country into sections, allocated among its existing member 
publications, and promote a monopoly franchise for publication 
in those areas. The publishers have staked out their claims, and 
serve notive that only they may “work” those claims. Such freezing 
out of competition means preservation of the status quo in Anglo- 
Jewish journalism, and curtails the stimulation and improvement 
which would result from competition by a possibly better paper. 
Some of the members of the Association, it should be noted, are 
a pretty sorry lot—poor apologies for newspapers—and the com- 
munities they “serve” should resent this attempt to exclude honest 
competition. 

The American Association of English-Jewish Newspapers appears 
tobe more interested in the business end of publishing; circulation 
and advrtising, than in improving editorial content or the general 
standards of the press. The long-suffering Jewish reading public 
must continue to be patient.

As a 2nd Lt. from 
Brooklyn acts as “Bal Torah” and 


was sure Hitler was dead. I had disposed 

of him to my own satisfaction. The explan- 
ation of this should be simple enough to any 
one who knows the potency of my corn-cob 
pipe. It all happened in the big chair of my 
living room where, relaxing I draw big 
drafts of smoke from mee 
my pipe, half shut my 
eyes, and pretty soon 
things begin to. occur in 
accordance with my 
wishful thinking. 

One time I took all 
the swords in the world 
and hammered _ them, 
not into plowshares 
as Scripture prescribes, 
but, more modernly, into electric refrigerators 
and reasonably priced cars for everybody. An- 
other time I brought together all Jewry in 
unity; this was the masterpiece of all things 
I have achieved in the evenings when I sit in 
the big chair in the living room with my pipe, 
and my eyes half shut. It seemed quite fan- 
tastic. 

This time I took up the matter of Hitler. 
Something had to be done to extihpate him from 
the earth. His evil must be torn out and de- 
stroyed like some noxious weed. I wasn’t sure 
at first whether to have him shot or hanged. 
I decided hanging was the better, since shoot- 
ing is the more romantic way of dying and 
there should be no touch of romance in the 
passing of an individual whom it is desirable 
for the sake of social sanitation to be rid of 
him. 

There is something even in the least bit of 
romance that may keep an undesirable person 
living even after he is buried. Napoleon, sur- 
rounded by the romantic aura of his lovely en- 
tombment in Paris, has managed to keep go- 
ing in the esteem of tourists for more than 100 
years; they some to his corpse as to a shrine. 
No! Hitler shall be hanged, I said, and, besides, 
he himself considers hanging the more un- 
happy way of dying. He himself chose hang- 
ing for those unfriendly generals of his. 

I shall not go into the details of the hang- 
ing. Sufficient to say that I saw him hanging 
amid the clouds that issued from my pipe. 
Yes, Hitler was dead and I saw him dead. 

I saw him buried. I saw him buried in a 
hidden grave far from the walks of men. 
That’s a grand idea, I thought. No one ever 
will know where he’s buried and his resting 
place never can become a shrine for the ven- 
eration of deluded men. Hanged and obscure- 
ly buried! That finishes him forever! 

I made the news known through the daily 
press of which I am a member... . “Hitler is 
dead”, I wrote. “He was hanged today.” 

The editcrial writers applied their type- 
writers to wild exultations. They wrote that 
the news of his death was as enheartening to 
humanity as would be the news that cancer 
had been conquered. One of them said that his 
timely departure opens the way for a great 
step forward on the march of human _ pro- 
gress, 

The ministers had their say about the mat- 
ter. They quoted Scripture whose teaching of 
the miserable fate that befalls the evil-doer had 
been nobly vindicated. 





There was celebration and laughter by night 
in the saloons. I myself considered it an occa: 
sion of a cocktail or two or even three for that 
matter. I sat at a table drinking an old- 
fashioned which always has been my favorite 
beverage. 


I was at the point of ordering up another 
when I was startled by a familiar voice at 
the next table. No, I thought, this couldn’t be 
his voice. I had seen him hanging there. He 
certainly was dead. I had seen hin,- buried in 
the hidden grave. Besides, all the editorial 
writers had celebrated his death in fervid col- 
umnps. The ministers had said his evil had been 
destroyed. 


But this was his voice. I knew it could be no 
illusion, since I had had only one old-fashion- 
ed. Yes, this was Hitler’s voice at the next 
table. He was speaking of Jews with all the 
old words and malice. I had heard the same 
words and this malice out of his mouth long 
ago. They had the same ugly sound. of hate: 
it was the same voice of hate. And his very 
words. 

There were four men at the table. One re- 
plied: “You’re damn right, and something’s 
got to be done about the Jews”.... Another 
said: “Ain’t that the truth. I said to my wife, 
we got to do something about the Jews”.... 
The third man said: “You said it! I said to my 
wife you got to hand it to Hitler for the way 
he did to the Jews.” 


Yes, this was Hitler, alive and multiplied. 
He wasn’t dead, though I had seen him hang- 
ed and buried. I had just heard his voice and 
its echo. 

The waiter asked did I want anything 
more. No, nothing more. I paid my check and 
hurried away. I must correct the error of Hit- 
ler’s death. I called the newspapers: “Stop the 
presses! It’s all a mistake! Hitler isn’t dead.” 

An editor said: “You told us you saw him 
hanged.” 

“Yes, I saw him hanged.” 

“And you saw him buried.” 

“I saw him buried, but he isn’t dead. I heard 
him tonight in the voices of men; his living 
voice out of the hearts of men.”

I quote one of 
them: “Hanged and buried, Hitler lives. The 
evil that the man did lives after him and he 
is not dead but lives hot and hateful in the 
hearts of men. Defeated in battle and hang- 
ed, he, nevertheless, marches to victories in 
hearts which he invaded and never surrend- 
ered. 

“There must be another hanging ---a hang- 
ing of Hitler in the hearts of men which he 
captured and continues to occupy. The vic- 
tory will not be won until he is dead in the 
hearts of all men and ejected. Unless this is 
done the execution of the physical Hitler 
makes no sense and, hanged and buried, he 
remains the victor.” 

My pipe was out and its smoke had vanish- 
ed except for its aroma that stl lingered ex- 
quisitely in the room. You may say that the 
strange things I have reported were just 
pipe-smoke, but just the same there is a lot

The Post inadvertently ran in- 
to what seemingly is going to de- 
velop into bitter struggle back 
several months ago when it picked 
an innocent item out of the an- 
nual report of the president of 
Baltimore’s Har Sinai Congrega- 
tion. In that report, if I recall cor- 
rectly, the Temple’s president 
told of a speaker who had pre- 
dicted that Reform’s worst en 
emy was Reconstructionism. 

I thought the remark was 
laughable, but President Julian 
Morgenstern’s (of Hebrew Union 
College) attack on Reconstruc- 
tionism at the opening session of 
the schol year of the seminary, 
indicates that Reconstructionism 
is felt by Reform to be its major 
opponent on the American Jewish 
scene. Those were no love kisses 
that President Morgenstern cast 
at Rabbi Mordecai Kaplan’s 
group, and they showed some real 
concern on the part of the Re- 
form leader. 

It could be that President Mor- 
genstern is right. But to most of 
the American Jewish public, re- 
constructionism is still unknown. 
They don’t know what President 
Morgerstern is talking about. 

Well, in a few words, the Recon- 
structionist believes that the Jews 
are a people, that Judaism is a 
sort of civilization, and they are 
just as courageous as the Reform 
Jewry ir. demanding that Judaism 
must conform to our American 
scene if it is to survive. For in- 
stance, when a Code of Practice 
is finally evolved by the Recon- 
structionist Movement, it will 
probably ask for a kosher home, 
but will make no bones about eat- 
ing in public, as long as pork is 
eschewed. It wants a strong Jew- 
ish community organization, with 
the synagogue as its center. It 
believes in Palestine, not as the 
cure all for Anti-Semitism, but as 
the fountainhead of inspiration 
for Galuth Judaism. 

Reconstructionism then is a 
Reform movement also. And be- 
cause it has gathered adherents 
from both the Conservative and 
teform rabbinate (I do not know 
if any Orthodox rabbis are mem- 
bers of its Fellowship) it could 
be a means of bringing unity as 
between the two, and might be 
the major line of development of 
American Judaism, Perhaps this 
is why the Reform movement is 
so concerned. 

Rabbi Mordecai Kaplan, pro- 
fessor at the Jewish Theological 
Seminary, is the head of the move- 
ment. In the last issue of The Re 
constructionist, which is the pub- 
lication of the movement, the 
forthcoming publication of the 
“Sabbath Services for the Modern 
Synagogue” is announced. This 
prayer book, among other things, 
discards the doctrine of the chosen 
people, the doctrine that the Bible

VEN if the National Community Relations 

Advisory Council were successful, it does 

not have any provision, and cannot conceivably 

take over this function, for providing the one 

very necessary essential if the Jews of the 

United States are’ever to be satisfied that a job 
is being done in the civic-protective field. 

And that is this. In every community in the 
United States there must be one central com- 
mittee or individual, known to every member 
of the community, to which he may go when he 
has a problem connected with anti-Semitism. 
There must be one ‘place to which anybody, 
whether he lives in Jacksonville, Fla., or Los 


Must Not Hide Attacks 


S far as anti-Semitism seems to be con- 
cerned the Jewish community of the 
United States is passing through a period of 
open anti-semitic attacks on Jewish persons and 
Jewish property. 

The incidents may not be of the organized 
variety, yet just because no tie-up has as yet 
been discovered between what has happened in 
Denver or Chicago or Pittsburgh or New York, 
that should not indicate that these attacks are 
not deliberately instigated for the very same 
purpose that similar occurrences took place in 
Germany, and that they may spur some anti- 
democratic group on to perfect their organiza- 
tion. 

But from a sane viewpoint, it should be con- 
sidered that in addition to providing a new 
phase of anti-Semitism in the United States,

Angeles, Calif., can go and understand that this 
is the responsible agency, that this one com- 
mittee has the authority, that this is the person 
to report this or that irregularity. 

This is a fundamental necessity. Until we 
have this, then whether the job is or isn’t being 
done on a national level, the ordinary Jewish 
man, will never feel satisfied. If things remain 
as at present, where an individual does not 
know whether to go to the American Jewish 
Congress, to the Anti-Defamation League or to 
his local center executive, or his good friend in 
the B’nai B’rith lodge, then there will always 
be that feeling of insecurity.

these beatings of Jewish men and boys, will 
probably increase before they decrease. This 
means that your community may be the next 
to be shocked by the stoning, or the beating of 
a man everyone knows, or the defacing of a 
synagogue or the desecration of a Jewish 
cemetery. 

There are two things to be remembered. One 
is to remain calm; and the second is to see that 
your community leaders press for immediate 
police action and protection and complete pub- 
licity. If we hide these attacks from the com- 
munity at large then we are depriving ourselves 
of the public outrage which is our best safe- 
guard. Not only will this reaction deter the 
hatelers, but if necessary it will provide public 
officials with the necessary assurance that these 
attacks will not be tolerated in the U. S. 


The Only Answer 


F as seems to be developing, the National 

Community Relations Advisory Council will 
be able to iron out the duplications and compe- 
tition in new projects as they are taken up, then 
it should be remembered that in a complete 
merger of the four agencies, this would be just 
a minor development and would not be worth 


any more than passing mention. It has become 
obvious to most of the independent Jewish 
leadership in the country, and has long been 
obvious to the average American Jew, that com- 
plete merger is the only answer, and that com- 
plete merger is being held up by the jealousies 
and competition between the organizations.

Should Jews Who Did Not Identify Them- 
selves With Co-religionists Be Remembered? 
Discussed by William I. Boxerman in the (Jack- 
sonville, Fla.) Community Commentator—- 
Soon a liberty ship will go sliding down to the 
sea at the St. John’s Shipyards. It will bear the 
name of the foremost figure in Florida history 
and the one man most responsible for the ad- 
mission of that state to the Union. David L. 
Yulee. Approximately enough, the _ vessel 
named after the first Jew to be elected to the 
United States Senate will be launchéd on the 
eve of the centennial observation of Florida’s 
statehood, which was consummated in Febru- 
ary, 1845, after long months of arduous pamph- 
leteering and speech-making by Yulee. There 
is another circumstance, too, which combined 
with the other facts of his life make it most 
fitting that a steel warship be named in his 
honor. The records show that at a time when 
statesmen derided the idea of iron vessels, Yulee 


again and again on the floor of the Senate, 
championed their use as a forward step in nava- 
gation. 


Some months ago we wrote at length regard- 
ing the life of another Southern leader identi- 
fied with Florida history, Judah P. Benjamin. 
At one time, we were criticized severely by a 
writer who argued that Jewish students of past 
events should ignore those of Jewish parentage 
who did not identify themselves actively with 
their co-religionists. From a public relations 
point of view, however, we feel that in the long 
stretch of. American history, the degree of a 
Jew’s interest in people of his own faith is ir- 
revelant to the external world. Far more im- 
portant is the totality of the contributions made 
by people of Jewish stock to the mainstream of 
American life. In the non-Jewish mind both 
Benjamin and Yulee irrevocably are identified 
as Jews. During their lifetime they often wére 
tragets for attack on the basis of their Jewish 
ancestry. Even so notable a character as John

Urgent measures were needed and 
despite the unorthodox plan, there can be no 
criticism of it. 

Soldiers just returned from combat duty over- 
seas deserve the best possible treatment.

Our Jewish fellow-citizens are 
entitled to know that the deed is denounced by 
every decent-minded American; they are en- 
titled to every assurance of our sympathy and 
support. Such a thing should not have happened 
in Pittsburgh, or any other civilized place; no 
section of this honorable American nation should 
feel the humiliation of being abandoned to at- 
tacks inspired by malicious hatred. So let it 
be said that this piece of infamy is not con- 
doned, but that the Pittsburgh community is 
hurt and shamed at what has happened. 


And let it be said, too, that we are resolved to 
search out, and stop, the ugly feeling that thus 
found expression in cowardly violence. It was 
cowardice, indeed, but here was cowardice that 
broke windows in an edifice dedicated to God; 
here was cowardice that sent a shock of horror 
into the midst of Pittsburgh men and women en- 
gaged in paying homage to the Creator of all of 
us. Let us remember, too, that it is the same 
cowardice that succeeds in spreading wretched 
whispers of spitefulness and disunity among us; 
the same cowardice that has led to hideous per- 
secutions in lands given over to tryanny and ip 
humanity. We want none of this for our coun- 
try; in God’s Name, let us do nothing, say noth- 
ing, that may, in the least measure, encourage 
this cowardice that threatens to bring ruin upon 
all of us.

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO, 66, 1944 
, (As Amended) 

An ordinance requiring confidential 
written reports to be filed with the 
Accident Prevention Division o. the In- 
dianapolis Police Department in all 
motor vehicle, trolley and street ear 
accidents wherein death, personal in- 
jury, or property damage to th. amount 


of Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.00) or 
more, result; Providing a penalty for 
violation thereof; and fixing a time 
when the same shall take eifect. 

Be it ordained by the Common Coun- 
cil of the City of Indianapolis, indiana: 

Section 1. That any operator of any 
motor vehicle, trolley or street car, 


which is involved in an accident where- 
in death, personal injury or property 
damage to the amount of Twenty-Five 
Dollars ($25.00) or more result, be and 
the same is hereby required to file a 
written report of such accident with 


the Accident Prevention Division of 
the Police Deparement of the City of 
Indianapolis within 48 hours theree 
after. 

Section 2. Such report shal) include 


the name and address of the operator, 
the time, date, and location of the ace 
cident, such other information as may, 
from time to time be prescribed by 
said department for the purposes of 
accident prevention, and shall be for 
the confidential use of such depart- 
ment or other agencies having use of 
same for the purpose of accident pre- 
vention, excepting that the department 
may disclose the identity of a person 
involved in an accident when such 
identity is not otherwise known, or 
when such person denies his presence 
at such accident, and, upon demand 
of any court or by any person who 
Was, or claims to have, made such a 
report, such department shall furnish 
a certificate showing that a specified 
accident report has, or has not been 
made, solely for the purpose of prov- 
ing compliance or non-compliance with 
the requirements of this ordinance. No 
such report shall be used as evidence 
in any trial, civil or criminal, arising 
out of such accident. 

Section 3. Any person violating any 
provision of this ordinance, upen con- 
viction, shall be fined in any sum not 
less than Five Dollars ($5.00) and not 
exceeding One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00). 

Section 4. This ordinance shall be in 
full force and effect upon its passage, 
approval by the Mayor, and publication 
according by law.
